Maj. General Thomas Harriſon. 


| R 
[avis given youa ſhort account of the General 
{ of this black Army, the next whoſe picture ſhall 
be preſented to you, is Maj. Gen. Harriſon, a great 
Canter in Divinity , anda prineipal header of the 
Fifch Monarchy Profeſſors. He was born at New- 
caſtle under line in the County of Stafford, of very 
mean Parents, alchough he afterwards arrived toa 
very conſiderable Eftate, being gained chiefly by the 
milſeries of the times, and the hypocrife of his pre- 
rended preaching, His Father was a Butcher , who 
brought him (according to his ability) unto Learn- 
ing, and after a while placed him with one Mr. Hulk, 
an Attorney of Cliffords Inn. But, whatever the 
matter was, he delired to live rather by the rumes 
than by che pra&ice of the Law : For not long after 
he betook himſelf from his pen to the Sword, and 
ſo inlinuated himſelf with the deluded Army , that 
he paſt from one command to another, til ar Jaſt he 
attained to be Major General ofIFales ; in which 


inployment to charatterize his tyranny , would 


(well ro a volumn far exceeding this intended 
Diſcourſe. The Laws of the Land were not executed 
in F/ ales, but Major General Harriſons Laws were 
there in full force, No Orthodox Miniſter could

tnere be ſuffered, but whom he pleaſed toallow; 
and with tne 2iiltance of his Chaplain Mr. Vavaſor 
Puwe!, ( a giddy-headed Parſon, and ſecond Brother 
to Hugh Pcters) he endeavoured the modelling of 
rhat Countrey , fo as that none but their own P1o- 
felytes ſhould ceach and inltrudt the People. In a 
word, he was the chief Holder forth to that dange- 
rous people called Fifth Monarchiers, and the 
chief Incendiary to ſet on foot malignant and evi] 
deſigns againſt thar ſacred Inftitution of Kings and 
Princes z and one that 1pon the trial of our moit 
innocent Sovereign uted this expreſſion, That they 
ſhould blackes that white perſon as much as they could,in 
drawing uf their charge againſt bim. 

About the time of the murther of our ſaid Sove- 
reign, he was in great reputation with the Army 3 
inſomuch as he was ſeveral times intruſted with the 
Kings perſon , during that wicked confinement : 
He brought him from the lilz of Fight ro Windſor, 

and there had the charge of his perſon: And ir 
was reported tothe King at that time, Thar this 
Major Gen. Harriſon had a deſign on foot to mur- 
ther him privately. Which, upon Harriſ-ns trial, 
he denied, faying, That the King did once tax him 
with ſuch a thing, but would not believe it when he 
ſaw NR countenance : and that the King ſaid ynto 
him, If thoſe perſons had been preſent that brought . 
him ſuch a Report, he wonld give them the lie , for 
that he himſelf had ſome skill in Phy ſftognomy, and 
perceived in his face better principles. 

When the King was brought co his Trial, this 
Harriſva was every day at that bloody Court ; he 
was at all the private meetings for carrying on that 
wicked Aft: He was at the conſultations for draw- 

ing

ing up that horrid Charge; he was one who ap- 
poinred the time, the place, and rhe manner of the 
Kins's exccution 3 and he was lying in che bed 
with {reton 1n a Chamber in J/niteball, where Crom- 
well lay : Likewiſe when thoſe Miſcreants contriv'd 
a Sub-warrant to murther the King, which was 
drawn up by Cromwel for Hacker to (ign, that morn- 
ing when this unparalleÞd aC was done. 

He continued one of the Darlings of that Rump- 
Parliament, until the year 1653. about which time 
they began to think of a new Repreſentative , as 
they then called it. 

Bur Major Gen. Harriſoz contents not himſelfe 
with the illegal power of the Rump-Parhiament 
but confpires with Cromwell for their diflolution, 
3lchough, by his own confeſhon in Newgate, it hap- 
pened otherwiſe, which take as tolloweth. 

That morning that Cromwell! went to diffolve 
rhem, being the 23. of Apr 1653. he called Harriſor 
ro go along with him, which he did, and as he pre- 
rended at that time, not knowing his detign : But 
coming with him into the Parliament Houfe, and 
obferving the diſorder he put them into, by reaſon 
of his intention todiſlolvechem , he began to think 
chat thoſe Members intended to perpetuate them- 
ſelves;z and that there weie others whom, he (aid, 
God would finzth his work by : and hereupon he 
hded with Cromwel, commanding the Speaker to 
come out of his Chair; bur he faid, ke would noc' 
come out, unlels he were pulPd ou: to which Hir- 
rifon ſaid, Sir, I will tend you my hand 3 which che 
Speaker giving him, he came our of his Chatr, and 
ſo that. piece of a Parliament were then inter- 
Fupted, 
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d. The Life of 


But Cromyernow ſeeing the way was laid open for 
iumfelf rouſurp; and having killd torake poſſeſſi- 
on, puts Harriſoz upon the work of ciffolving that 
mock-Partjament ; which being done, they now 
contrive which way to call ſuch a Parliament as 
wouid do what they pleaſed ; and this was that 
which was calied the praying Parliament , of which 
Preiſe-God Barebone was a Member. Theſe were not 
choſen by the Countrey, but by Cremwel and Harri- 
ſox; bnc after they had played with the Govern- 
me1t two or three months, theſe were likewiſe in 
Itke manner diflolved. 

And now theſe two ſtand in competition, who 
ſhould be the greateſt in this earthly Kingdom, Bur 
Cromwel having an over-vote with the Officers of the 
Army,vets the head of Harriſon,and wil either make 
him bow te h1s defigins,or break him in pieces: which 


— Harriſox refuſing to do, layes down his Commuhon 


and- Command together; and was ever after the 
Uturpers Priſoucr, being carried from Caltle to Ca- 
{tle through moſt parts of the Nation, like an exiled 
Malefactor. In which condition he continued for 


tome yeares , until he was releated by the Rump- 


Parliament, whom notwithſtanding he would not 
acknowledge, but looks for the immediate reign of 
our Saviour upon the carth. 
There was little more obſervable in the paſſages 

of Is Life, but what were immediate fore-ruuners of 
his death. Maj. Gen. Lambert having made an eſcape 
from the Tower, had preingaged ſome factious Per- 
ſons in the Countrey, of which this Harriſes was 
one, tO raile forces againit the king, who was now 
voiced if moſt parcs of the Nation, ro be returning 
home. But Hartjfon was taken In the very pomrt of 
CL1MC*

time wherein he intended to have headed a Party, 


and was brought Priſoner'to the Tower of Lon1en, 
where he continued ſome months befote he was ar- 
raigned in the O74 Bazly. 

He being brought to the Bar, ſeemed toflighc an 
unconcern himfelf in the T ryal; ht: Conſcience 
being ſeared,was not at all penitent for being initru=. 
mencal 11 heddino the innocent blood of that 1011S 
Prince : ' But laying » Thac aichough other Kings 
had been privately aflaiiuated , yer what he had 
done was in the face of the Sun, and in-the 
fearof the Lord. He was found guilty by Ins Jury, 
and was condemned to be hang'd, drawn and quat- 
tered. 

On Saturday the13th day of Offober, he was 
brought from Newgate, conducted by a Troop or 
Horſe and ſome of the trained Bands, and attend: d 
by of the, Sheriffs Othcers, being drawn 'on a 
Sledge through the ſtreets to Chairing-Croſt, where 
a Gallows was erected for his execution. All che way 
as he went he endeavoured to diſcover to the 
world the undauncedneſſe of his ſpirit, by the _ 
{miles of his countenance ; which notwithſtanding 
would not do: for he betrayed in himſelfe much 
fear by an agony of iweat, and the more than 
ordinary trembling and ſhak ing of his joynts. 


Being come to the Gallowes, he aſcended th? 
Ladder. » Where he tpake to the following effect : 
Thar all that had been done in the late Wars Wa 
by the {ſtrange and wonderful Providence of Almig 7 - 
ty God; That all che Windings and ur on 
that Sat been ſeen in the late Channoes, hal |

That by this Providence he was drawn in to be an 
1nhapoy inftrument in the King's death; And the 
c224zme all-wife diſpojing Providence had brought 
11t15::0 that end. | 

Afccr he had ſpake little time 'to the ſame pur- 
n0i-, he went coPrayers ; and then began to make 
:imſelf ready for the Executioner. He bare up his 
FDirits 45 MUCH as could be, taflight Death, having 
taken a ſtrong Cordiallin the morning to that pur- 
note, His laſt words were, That now he was going 
ivthe Lord Jeſus, and ſhould at the laſt day, come 
again with him in Glory, to judge the Kings and 
Princes of the Earth, and thoſe that haJ been his 
Tndges. He was not ſo much thrown off the Laddey 
by the Executioner, but went as readily off himſelf, 
Afrer which the ſentence was executed upon him ; 


his members were cut off, and with his bowels burnt,

his Head wasſevered from his body, and on Tu-ſday. 
following ſet on Weſtminiter-Hall Gate;and his four 
Quarters were ordered tobe ſec upon the Gates of 
the City of London, 


Thus ended he that did betray

Some Friends askt him how he did, he Anſwered, 
very well, and cannot be in a becter condition if [ 
had the defires of my Heart 3 we muſt be willing 
to receive hard things from the hands of our Fa- 
ther, as.well as eaſje things: When he cam? to 
Newgate there was Chains put upon his Feet, and 
he ſaid, Welcome, Welcome 3 Oh this 1s n0chins tw 
What Chriſt hath undergone for me ; this 15 0 of 
his great loving kindnefe and faithfulneſs, and my 
God is All-ſuſſicient in all Conditions. And alfo ſoo,

after his coming into the Dungeon in order to his 
Execution, a Woman belonging to the Goal, who 
was fent to make clean the Room, and to make a 
Fire for him, was askt when ſhe came out by divers 
people (whereof ſome were (coffers) how the Major 


_ Generall behaved himſelf; and what he ſaid : To 


winch ſhe anſwered, ſhe knew not what he had 
done to deſerve to be there; but ſure ſhe was that 
he was a good man, and that never ſuch a man was. 
there before, forhe was full of God, there was no- 
thing but God in his mouth ; ſo that it would have 
done any one good to have been neer him, or with 
him : And his diſcourſe anil frame of heart would 
melc the hardeſt of their hearts. | 

Some time after he was pur into the Hold, Three 
Miniſters of che City were ſent by the Sheriffe to 
diſcourſe with him, 

And their diſcourſes was to endeavour to con- 
vince him : | 

Firſt, Of bcing guilty of th: Kings blood, 

Secondly, Of Mr. Love's Death. 

Thirdly, Of breakzag the Old Parliament, 

Fourthly, Of being looſe in Family duties, and the 
Oiſervation of the Lords day, ; 

Fifchly,Of the jujtreſs of this thing that was upon him 
by reaſon of mis iniquity, 

To which he anſwered, As to the Blood of the 
King, I have noc in the leaſt any Guilt lying upon 
me ; for I have many a tine ſought the Lord with 
Tears to know if F have done amiſs in it, but was 
rather confirmed that the thing was more of God 
than of me:'1 : And beſides what I'did, I did by Au- 
thority of Farhiament, which was then the onely 
”awfull Authority ; for God owned it by pleading

their Cauſe, and fighting their Battels for them 3 


the Lords people owned it by rejoycing in it , and 
Praying forit; the Generality of People both in 
England, Scotland and Ireland, owned it by yield- 
ing obediencetoit; Forreign Princes ownedit by 
ſending their Ambaſſadors therefore it was ra- 
ther the. At of the Parliament, than ours that 
were their Servants. He declared that he was very 


_ tender ofthe King, inſomuch that the King kim- 


ſelf did confeſs, that he found him not ſuch a per- 


ſon as he was repreſented to him ( when he was 
brought out of the Iſle of Wight ) and. that he had 
ſome $kill in Faces, ſo that if he had but ſeen his 
Face before, he ſhould not have harbored ſuch hard 
thoughts of him. FD om 
Secondly, as to Mr. Love's Death, I was in Scot- 
landwhen he was condemned, and had no hand 1n 
It in theleaft. They deſired to know it he did-not 
ſay then, That if a Godly man tranſgreſi ſo as to bring 
bimſelf under the Condemmation of the Law, it were not 
a juſt thing for him to ſuffer for his ſin: he told them 
he did not rememember that he did ſay ſo; bur then 
ſa1d, If a God!y man did ſo tranſgreſi a righteous Law, 
De ought to ſuffer as anvther man. 
\. Thirdly, The breaking of che Parliament was the 
Act and Deſtgn of General Cromwel, for I did know 
nothing of it; thac morning before it was dene, 
he called me to go along with him to the Houle, 
andafter he had broughg all into diſorder , I wenr 
to the Speaker and told him, Sir, ſeeing things 
are brought to this pats, it 15 not requiſite for you to 
{tay there 3 heanſwered, he would not come down 
unleſs he was pulled out ; Sir, ſaid I, I will lend you 
my hand, and ke putting his hand into mine, can 
down

ddown without any pulling ; ſo that I did not pull 
him : Indeed afterwards 1 was glad the thing was 
done, forT did ſee they did incend to perpetuate 
themſelves, without doing thoſe deſirable things 
which were expetted and longed for by the Lords 
people; and apprehendins that God had done his 
Work by them, and that he had ſome worthy per- 
ſons to come upon rhe ftage; the Lord is my witneſs 
rhat IT had no (eit-end in that ation, bur ic was out 
of the integrity of my heart as to the Lord, Afﬀrer= 
wards wahen Cromwell and h1s party didſet up them- 
{clves in their room, I abhorred them and their 
waves,and ſuffered impriſonment by reaſon I would 
not joyn with them in that iniquity, and go againſt 
ny conſcience; there 1s nothing of this alſo thar 
lies as guilt upon me. 

Fourchly, Concerning Family-Duties, and the 
obſervation of the Lora's Nay, there ſtands my Ser- 
vant, let him fpcaktoit; for he hath lived with me 
about this exvhe years. 

The Servant aniwered, That thiſe reports were very 
falfe, for his Maſter was a man in a minner wholly de- 
voted to Religious Emerciſes, very frequent 1+ prayer, and 
diligent in expornding the Scriptures, to the great Com- 


frt and conſelation of his whole Family, and that he was 


very zealous in obſerving the Lords Day. 

Fifchly, he ſaid thar the Lords Spirit did witneſs 
with his ſpirit, that all his fins were done away by 
Jeſus Chriſt; and that he had peace with God, and 
was afſuredthat this was not come npon him for his 
HUGQUIEY, 

They difcourſed of many other things, but theſe 
were the chicfeſt , ſo far as one then preſens could 


afrerwards remember. He parted very ſweetly

and lovingly with the faid Miniſters; and they told 
him thar they came then by the deſire of the She- 
riff ; bur thac they would willingty come again up- 
on 2 Chriftian account 

Many Friends came to vih: him whileſt he was 
in chat place, and found him full of che joy of the 
Lord; fo that ſome apprenend he was cloathed with 
the Spirit of the Lorc. 

The Sherift came that morning thar he was to 


dye, andtold him that in half an hourhe mult be 


gone: Heanſwered that he was ready , and would 
not have him to ſtay at all on his account, But the 
Sheriff left him to ſtay a little longer, and in the

He parted with his Wife aud Friends with great 


- Joy andcheerfnllneſs., as he did uſe to do when go- 


ingſome journey, or about ſome ſervice for the 
Lord, he told his Wife he had nothing to leave her 
but his Bible ; but chat he was afſured that God 
would wake up all her lofſes in due time 3 and

R. 7:ahn Carew was born in Cornywal/ ang dif- 
cended of a very ancient Family there : He 
was alwayes of very faftious and turbulent princi- 
ples ; 3 at laſt arrived ac the (ame picch of Opinion 
with Major General F{arriſon, and did partake of 
the ſame death with him: and it 35 no wonder 
that he was one of the Judges of the King, 
who was conſenting to the death of his owne 
Brother. 

All the time of the war he appeared very mali- 


cioully againſt the King , and indeed all kind of 


Monarchy. And when che Army came up to purge 
the Houte, when indeed none wanred more DU = 
ging than thoſe who were left atterwards 1 it, 
this: Mr. Carew was one 3 and was very bulie at the 
paſhing of che A& for eftablithing a High Court of 
Tuſticez he fet his Hand and Goal thereunto.; - he 
was every day at the Court, and ſhewed his atlent 
ro the King" 5 murther by ſtanding up when che 
Sentence was read againſt him, and he likewiſe 1ign- 
ed and ſealed to char wicked Warrant. 

Afterwards waen the Rump-Parliament was tur- 
ned out, he ſequeſired hinfelfe from any public: 
imployment , 214 kept himfelte referved and re- 
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< + The Life of 


tired ; being utterly againſt Oliver's Uſurpation, as 
indeed he was againſt alt Monarchical Government; 
and co Five him his due, he was one that made 
th: leaitt advantage by the miſeries of the times , 
tt2n any man beſides which I knew in that Rump- 
Parliament. 

Eur rhe King being now come home, and he be- 
ing known in his own Countrey to have been a 
forward Inſtrument in that evil deiign , was ſeized 
tiere, and ſent up Priſoner to the Tower of Lon- 
d:n, and afterwards was brought to his Trial with 
the reit in the 014 Baily , 

Upon the reading of his Indi&ment, which ſaid, 
chat they had commirted that horrid murther , not 
having the fear of God before their eyes, but being 
led by the inftigation of the Nivel ; he pleaded er- 
ror to the Indiftment, ſaying, That what was done 
was not 11fuch a fear, but in the fear of the moſt 
Holy and moſt Righteous Lord, which troubled the 
Court much , to fee him make God the Authorof 
their Murther. He was likewiſe about to have ju- 
tified the Authority of the Rump-Parliament, 
called by Mr. *ryz very well the Unparliamentary 


TJun&o, which was anſwered as before, having no 


other matter to plead for himfelf, che Jury went 
forth and found him gnilty, 

And on Monday following he was drawn from 
N-wgaze to Chairizg Croft on a Hurdle : Firſt ha- 
ving prepared himſelfe by drinking three pints of 
Sack .co bear "tp his ſpirits, which cauſed a more 
than ordinar/ fluſhing m his face all the way he 
wenc, andſwnear (on uch, that his Handkerchiete 
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Arr. John Carey. 25 


encouraged, could not out-dare the conflig. Being 
come to the Ladder, he lifced np his Hands and 
his Eyes, and had ſome private jaculations to him- 
ſelfe. He ſpake very little, having now, as he ſaid, 
lictle elſe to do but to pray, in which he was bur 
ſhort; whercin he defired God to guide and dire&t 
the King's Majeſty, to bleſſe the-three Narions with 
peace and happinetſe, and all forts of People there- 
in: after which he ſubmitted, and being turned off 
the Ladder, he was ſoon dead, and Quartered 
which being done, his Quarters were begged by his 
Brother of The King, and by him they are buried. 


This wretched and unhappy man

R. Zobn Cooke, a man of very good narural patts, had they 
LY t been imployed to the purpuſe for which/God gave ther; 
Was of an inconfiderable burh, and ofa ſmall and mean For- 
wne : however, by his misimployed policy and rhe bold at- 
tempr of bemg Soliciror in chie cauſe againſt the King, in thar 
wicked Court of Injuitice 3 he' was afrerwards preferred to be a 
Judge in Trelard + by which any other wayes, he arrived to a 
conhderable citate. 

The firſt notice or mention which IT find of him is, thar he 
was a Barriſter of Grays Tnn, but had very little or no practiſe, 
and ſuch men were adjudged fit for the proſecution of chat hor- 
rig Murther 3 who hike Fndas would betray their Lord for thic- 
ry pieces of tilver, which was the reward of his iniquity.

| Backingham, of no noted Family : The firſt 
xccaſion of their publick notice, was by the wicked 
yrojeas of this unfortunate man. He was ſent to 
Londow by his friends to be brought up in ſome ho- 
eſt calling, which he was never ſo honeſt as to 
practice. The higheſt preferment that he could reach 
efore the Wars, was being a Partner with a Brew- 
er in the PrecinQ of Byidewel ; but of his honeſty 
Knd faithfulneſs of his carriage therein, l leave to his 
acquaintance to judge. 

But he hoping to make better profit by having a 
hand in brewing af-State Aﬀairs, makes friends to a 
Borough in Buckinghamſhire, where he was choſe a 
Burgeſs,and 6 improves the good will of his Coun = 
try, who made him a Parliament-man, to the de- 
ſirucion and confuſion of the whole; for being pres. 
prejudiced againſt the Biſhops, and a conſtant envis-. 
er againſt Monarchy, he now had an opportunity 
to vent his malice, and ſpit his venome by lons. 
(peeches, and dilated Harragues in the Parliament. 
. | This Tho Scot being now crept intothe Houſe of

He was 1n thoſe days a 
great Puritan and ſtickler againſt the Biſhops, which 
made him in the beginning of the Wars to take up 
s Arms againſt the King. He went forth at firſt a Cap- 
| tain of Horſe, but being mveterate againſt the King, 
he ſoon got preferment in the Army. 

He was no Parliament man, and yet was drawn in 
a5 he pretended, by Oliver Cromwel to be onein the 
ſe, | black Liſt for the Tryal of the King : He was molt 
| days at that Court when thatwicked crew ſate upon 

| His Majeſty,and eſpecially the laſt day when Sentence 
| waSgiven againſt him, and afterwards he fignedand 
| ſealed that bloody Warrant for than horrid Murther. 
| 1 ftindlittle mention of him all that ſhort time of 
 Olzvers Uſurpation: But when the King came home, 
and fetforta the Prociamation commanding thoſe. 
| that were his Fathers Judges to appear, who were 
| either fled or had kid themſelves; Col. Scrooqp comes.

Ollonel 7ohn Jones came of a mean Family 
4 in ales, wasa man of no repute before the 
War; he was lent up to London to te an Appren- 
tice, but was placed as a Serving-man to a Gentle- 
mans; and afterwards was preferred to Sir Thomas 
Mziddteton, Lord Mayor of London, with whom he 
lived many years in the ſaid capacity ; bnr the 
Wars comming on, he like the reſt,thought it would 
be good b{hing in troubled waters, he went forth 
at the beginning of the Wars a Captain of foot, 
and by ht3 factious principles, which at that time 
was the onely way to get into Preferment, he was 
taken notice of, and was countenanced and advan-

ced by the Cromtwelian party 3 by reaſon whereof 
he was caoſen a Parliament man in an abſent place 
2nd by degrees came to:be made Governour 0 
Angleſey in North-Wales, and ſeverall other ſuc-
